voices which are found in nature, naturally pronounced by the

Vnpronounced letters, as thoſe letters which are wꝛitten but 
not pꝛonounced at all, as almoſt all the letters of the Alphabet 
in many French words, in which many letters are placed o: 
w2itten,only foꝛ quantity, deriuation, oꝛ diſlinction ſake, in e⸗ 
quiuocaii woꝛds as ſhall be taught Heereafter, 

Note that in all my bookcs tending to the inſtruction of the
